Secretary A. J. Clark of the Cen- 
tral Labor Council called upon all 
working people to vote YES on the 
proposition, pointing out that both 
projects will. be financed from the 
city sales tax, without any prop- 
erty tax increase being needed. 

“Both of theSe projects are es- 
sential for the benefit of our com- 
munity,” Clark said. 

“We need the facilities planned, 
and all voters should bear in mind 
that these greatly needed improve- 
ments will cost no more property 
tax — all will be financed by the 
sales tax.” 

Clerk and other union officials 
have pointed out that Salinas is 
trying to attract industria] plants 
to the area, but unless adequate 
drainage for storm waters and an 
improved sanitary sewer system 
are provided, the industrial effort 
will suffer a serious setback, 

In addition, the unionists said, 
both projects will provide much 
needed employment for union peo- 
ple, and at a time when employ- 
ment is at the lowest..point in 
many years. :

The AFL said that the projected 
Administration. goal of 1.1 to 12 
million units a year would mean 
stabilization of “the housing defi- 
cit.” 

Three key objectives were set 
forth for Congressional action: 

1. Aid in construction of at 
least 200,000 low-rent units a year 
for families df low income. Adagp- 
tion of the Maybank Amendment 
to the Senate bill would accom- 
plish this, 

2. Encourage construction pt 
homes within the means of mid- 
dle .income families and provide 
for this purpose direct loans at 
low interest rates for cooperatixe, 
non-profit rental housing. 

3. Get under way a compreher- 
sive program for aggressive sium 
| clearance and re-development (no 
| mere renewal) of our cities, 
federal aid. 

“Huge gains by private lenders 
and speculative builders at the 
|expense of taxpayers and home 
owners have been made possible 
not just through the laxity of 
| FHA administration, but through 
the lack of safeguards against 
them in the basic legislation,” the 
AFL declared. 

It is therefore asked. that the 
following safeguards be written 
into the law without further de- 
lay: 

1. A mandatory builders’ waz- 
ranty which would require every 
builder of FHA-insured housing; 
or receiving * other federal finan- 
cial assistance, to sign a warranty 
against structural defects that 
may develop within the first two 
years after completion. 

2. Safeguards against fraud om 
home repair loans, including the 
licensing of dealers and contrac- 
tors operating under the FHA pro. 
gram and requirement of certifi- 
cation of actual costs of FHA- 
insured home tepair jobs. 

3. Safeguards against over-val- 
uation in determination. of the 
maximum mertgage amounts for 
FHA insurance. 

4. Requirement that prevailing 
wages be paid on construction 
covered by federal mortgage in- 
surance and that charges for 
wages and architects’ fees actual- 
ly paid be reported to the Govern- 
ment,

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Cost of Slums 


Many argue that it is ‘‘Socialistic” to use tax funds to 
replace slum hovels with decent housing at prices low-income 
families can afford. 

Few persons realize that those who live in better neigh- 
borhoods are already taxed heavily in order to pay the excep- 
tionally high cost of the slum areas. 

Examples: ’ 

Boston—Taking the city as a whole, the average Bos- 
tonian pays $74.40 in taxes. The average slum-dweller pays 
$138.30 in taxes. At the same time, it costs the city $92.30 per 
slum dweller to govern and care for the blighted areas. 

Hartford—Every Hartford citizen outside the slum areas 
pays an extra $2.28 in taxes to maintain the slums. : 

Baltimore—A blighted area less than 10 per cent of: th 
city’s total size receives 40 per cent of the total city expendi- 
tures. 

Denver—Six per cent of the city’s population living. in 
blighted area receives 40 per cent of the city’s general relief 
funds, 34 per cent of all aid to dependent children, accounts 


fer 32 per cent of all police calls and produces 30 per cent of 
the city’s hospital cases. 


Insurance, Not a Dole 


Hashing over most of the charges that have been made 
against the Social Security system for the’ past 20 years, the 
Council of State Chambers of. Commerce calls for putting 
it.on a “pay-as-you-go” basis. 

This may sound good, but. abandonment of the insurance 
principle of Social Security would wreck the program. Bene- 
fits each year, on a “pay-as-you-go”’ ’basis, could be only as 
large as the taxes levied to finance them. 

In short, they would be determined not by, the rights of 
the individual—not by the amounts which he and his em- 
ployer pay in—but by the whims of Congress. Such.a system 
would go far toward taking the “security” out of “Social 
Security.” — 3 

The Social Security program should be Kept as an insur- 
ance system. It should not’be a dole. 

Fortunately President Eisenhower has recognized this 
truth in his message to Congress despite the pressure of Big 


Business organizations like the Council of State Chambers of 
Commerce. 


No Time for Complacency 


Too much optimism should not be read into Government 
figures showing that unemployment declined 260,000 between 
mid-March and mid-April. 

For one thing, the drop was smaller than that which nor- 
mally takes place in April. In 1950, for example, when the 
nation was pulling out of an economic downturn, unemploy- 
ment in April declined 608,000—or more than twice as fast 
@s it did last month, § — 

For another, the 3,465,000 workers without jobs in April 
1954 was 2 million more than in April 1953. Indeed, it was 
the second highest figure for the month since the start of 
World War II. 

The bare figures on unemployment do not tell the story of 
how many working men and women were forced to take part- 
time jobs. In spite of gains in nonfarm employment in April, 
Census Bureau figures show that 700,000 fewer persons than 
a month earlier put in a work week of at least 35 hours.

Jimmy is but one of more than 
a million children receiving Social 
Security checks, totaling over 33 
million dollars monthly. These 
payments help many. surviving 
children to remain with their 
widowed mothers and grow up in 
their loving care rather than in 
institutions. 


In addition, there are 252,000 
young widowed mothers caring 
for their children who receive an 
additional $10,250,000 each month. 

Today, over sjx million persons 
receive monthly Social Security 
insurance checks. Of this number 
about 30 per cent are survvors of 
workers who died, including 563,- 
000 aged widows, widowers and 
dependent parents past age 65, 
and the aforementioned younger 
widows who have minor children 
in their ‘care.

UNEMPLOYMENT SERIOUS | 


(This is the 28rd in a series of articles entitled YOUR ECONOMICS 
AND MINE, dealing with vital economic discussions of the day. The. 
series is prepared and distributed by the California State Federation of 


Labor.) 


Although the official figures on 
unemployment only reflect a por- 
tion of the number of men and 
women presently out of work in 
the U.S., they have now reached 
the level where every thinking 
American can no longer pretend 
that this is “just an adjustment” 
or take a “let’s wait and see how 
this develops” attitude. 


Basically, the level of employ- 
ment is determined by how much 
three sectors of the economy buy: 
(1) the consumer, (2) business 
(mainly for equipment and in- 
crease in inventories), and (3) fed- 
eral, state, and local governments. 
If one of these three buys less, 
and the others correspondingly 
more, no unemployment need re- 
sult, but if all three purchase less 
at the same time, trouble lies 
ahead. 

This is really as simple as 2 
plus 2 equals 4, but there are some 
fancy political magicians in Wash- 
ington who would dike to see it 
equal five—and: it doesn’t, '- 

What‘ are the facts? 


1. In the budget year 1952-53 | 


Uncle Sam spent $74 billion. Dur- 
ing the current budget year which 
ends in June thisyear, the Gov- 
ernment is expected to spend ap- 
proximately $71 billion. For the 
coming fiscal. year (1954-55), ac- 
cording to the Bureau of the 
Budget, about $65% billion is go- 
ing to be spent. Roughly, this drop 
in Government expenditure means 
that our Government is buying 
less and less of the vital goods 
and services needed. for our de- 
fense, and is letting us,down ef- 
tirely on such matters as housing, 
public works, and other social 
welfare expenditures. 


chase a new car in 1954, as com- 
pared to their plans for 1953, 
about 25 per cent fewer new hous- 
ing starts are contemplated, and 
a drop of more than 10 per cent 
is recorded in the number.of fam- 
ilies planning to buy new” furni- 
ture and major household. appli- 
ances. Unless something is’ being 
done to shore up the consumer 
demand quickly and effectively, 
the current dangerous’ situation 
may develop into a full-blown de- 
pression. 


The Administration tells us that 
there is nothing to worry about, 
that the economy is going through 
a period of “readjustment” from 
an artificially high level of eco- 
nomic activity to a more normal 
level, and that the current down- 
ward movement is leveling off. 
The attitude is one of “let’s wait 
and see.” 

It is difficult to understand this 
position,’ in view of the above 
facts. 

The present decline in govern- 
{ment expenditures must be offset 
by increases in either business ex- 
penditures or consumer spending, 
or both, if we are to maintain our 
present level of output. ; 

Further, maintaining of presen 
output alone is not enough to keep 
our labor force fully employed. To 
absorb annual increases in our Ia- 
bor force and to make room. for 
those workers replaced by more 
efficient machines, we must ac- 
tually increase our annual output 
by about $10 to $12 billion every 
year. 

This means that business and 
consumer spending must more 
than fill the gap created by the 
decline in government spending. 
But both of these sectors are also 


2. According to estimates by | declining, and we cannot expect 


the U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of .Commerce, business ex- 
penditures on capital equipment 
(factory building, machines, etc.) 
are expected to be 4 per cent 
lower than last year, while on the 
average since the end of World 
War II to 1953, they grew by al- 
most 10 .per cent per annum! 
Moreover, these are only the ex- 
pectations of businessmen as of 
now, and if unemployment should 
grow further and current business 
decline, these capital expenditures 
are going to be revised downward. 
Similarly, from January 1953 to

3. A healthy economy must be 
based on consumer’ purchasing 
power that only a fully employed 
labor force, at decent wages, can 
supply. Right now, many workers 
are out of work and others are 
not as sure of steady work as they 
used to be: many workers are now 
on three and four day shifts and 
consequently they do not buy as 
much. This already shows up on 
the Survey of Consumer Finances 
undertaken by the Federal Re- 
serve System in “early 1954” (see 
Federal Reserve Bulletin, March 
1954): about 15 per cent fewer 
consumers are planning to pur-

NJ. Fed. Asks 


For Tax Cut 


Newark, N.J.—The New Jersey 
State Federation of Labor called 
upon Senators Alexander Smith 
and -Robert Hendrickson to give 


first consideration in any tax re- | 


duction program to persons with 
low income. 

“It should be obvious that the 
immediate effect of this would be 
to stimulate mass buying power 
and’ help ‘the nation’s economy,” 
the federation said in a resolution. 
It declared that it regarded the 
votes of New Jersey congressmen 
who voted against increasing per- 
sonal income tax exemptions as 
being “against labor.” 

The federation said that rafiune 
of the House of Representatives 
to raise the exemptions worked 
“continued hardship on wage earn- 
ers, particularly those in the low 
income tax brackets.” 

The federation also passed reso- 
lutions disapproving the House 
slash in public housing funds, 
curtailment of appropriations of 
the Veterans Administration, and 
the Reed Bill, which, it said, “is 


designed to weaken the vital role | 


of the Federal Government” in 
the administration of the unem- 
ployment compensation program.”

Curbing Food THOSE FHA SCANDALS - 


Ins pections 


Sp of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration in protecting the pub- 
lic from harmful, insanitary and 
falsely labeled foods, drugs, cos- 
metics and other items is being 
seriously hampered by cuts in the 
budget of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, Commissioner Chas. 
W. Crawford told the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

“Our -enforcement — staff,” said 
Crawford, “included (on January 
14) only 194 food and drug in- 
spectors to cover the entire coun- 
try. Because the enforcement ap- 
propriation will support. only a 
small staff, our regulatory func- 
tions must be restricted* to a 
highly selective spot-check basis.” 

The work-load, it was pointed 
out, has increased by new de- 
mands under the law, by the 
growth in population, increased 
production of supervised products, 
and new technological processes, 
but the staff has been reduced. 

The agency is required to take 
(1) articles which men- 

(2) insanitary or de- 


selling horse meat as beef, or 
pumping water into poultry before 
freezing. 

On the last item alone, said 
Crawford, the amount saved to 
consumers by the agency has been 
much more than the cost of the 
service. 


Plans Made Far Ahead 
For Union Label Week 


Washington (ILNS) — Although 
Labor Day may seem a long way 
ahead, the Union Label and Service 
Trades Department is deep in plans 
for this year’s Union Label Week, 
Sept. 8 through 12. And it is-call-. 
ing on all AFL affiliates to prepare 
to celebrate the week with parades, 
exhibits at fairs, carnivals, picnics 
and store window displays.

(How the unsuspecting public has been fleeced out of millions by diss 
honest Federal Housing contractors -is told by the Public Affairs Insti« 
tute of Washington 8, D.C. in the following:) 


The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration scandals, now making 
headlines across the nation, are 
causing many people to question 
the vital role which FHA has 
played in the construction of mil- 
lions of homes since 1934. They 
shouldn’t! 


The scandals more accurately il- 
lustrate just what happens when 
several provisions of the housing 
law are purposely written to ben- 
efit builders and speculators more 
than home users. 


Two committees of Congress are 
now holding hearings on FHA. 
They are expected to turn up 
some illegal acts, especially in the 
area of tax evasion. In most in- 
stances, however, they will find 
“legal plunder” permitted under 
several provisions of the law. 

One of the worst of these provi- 
sions is known as Section 608, the 
rental housing section which ex- 
pired in 1950. 

The Government, under Section 
608, guaranteed 90 per cent of the 
loan for rental housing construc- 
tion. A private lender put up the 
money. He just couldn’t lose. If 
the mortgage was defaulted he 
could simply turn the property 
over to the Government and take 
federal securities .in return. 

In 195Q and 1951 Senators Rus- 
sell Long. (D., La.) and Paul H. 
Douglas (D., Ill.) warned that in 
many instances the Government 
was stuck for far more than 90 
per cent of the cost. They pointed 
out cases of 120 or 150 per cent. 
This is the way it. worked: 

The loan included architect’s fee 
for 5 per cent of the cost. Often 
the builder would have his awn 
architect. Or he ' would hire one 
for 1% per cent of the cost. That 
would be a saving of 3% per cent. 

A general allowance of 5 per 
cent was made for the contrac- 
tor’s profits. In some 90 per cent 
of the cases, however, the mort- 
‘gage holder was also the contrac: 
tor and builder, so the 5_per cent 
was saved. ~ 

Subcontractors’ profits were fig- 


ured as part of the cost. Often the |¢ 


mortgage holder, the contractor, 


and Subcontractor were one and 


ihe same, 

-The land deal was what Senator 
Douglas. called “the real estate 
rainbow with a handsome pot of 
gold at each end.” The.mortgage- 
‘builder would buy raw land. He 
would - set: @ ~-commitment from 


FHA for an FHA mortgage.: The 
value of the land would jump to 
five or six times its original cost. 
FHA would then appraise the 
value of the land, not what hes 
actually cost. 

Attorney fees were allowed but 
the services were usually pere 
formed By the contractor. 

FHA established a standard 12 
to 18-month building period, Many 


mortgage holders were able to. 


build in six months. In this way 
they could save on the carrying 
charges and allowable labor cost 


and get 6 to 12 months’ rent free. 


In 1951 many of these practices 
were stopped by the Douglas 
“mortgaging out” amendment— 
which made it illegal for a cons 
tractor-mortgagor to get a loan 
for more than the cost. This 
amendment was applied to only 
some programs. Some of these 
practices still continue. 

Section 608 proved to be of 
limited help to lower and lower- 
middle income groups even though 
more than 663,000 rental housing 
units were constructed under it. 
The builders found it to be more 
profitable to build. higher rental 
units. An FHA survey in 1949 
showed that except for several 
places in the South, few units 
rented for’ less than $60 a month. 
More than half rented for $80 
@ month or more. Se 

When you read about these 
scandals don’t get mad at the 
whole Government housing pro- 


gram. Just get mad.at those who _
